“I had barely opened the book when I 
heard a noise at the front door. When I 
heard footsteps on the stairs I extinguished 
the light of the lantern witha view of leav- 
ing the room leading to the closet when 
Hastings opened the door that led from the 
hall to the abstract office. I had not been 
able to réach the door of my intended exit. 

At this time it was very dark in the room 
and no object could be seen. As soon as he 
entered the office he struck a match, and 
the light from it enabled him to see me for 
& moment. He called me hy name and 
rushed upon me and seized me. I had on 
my overcoat at the time when he seized hold 
of me. In the struggle I was thrown down, 
with him upon me. While L was in this po- 
sition I took the knife (which is now in pos- 
session of the Coroner) and began to use it 
as best I could to free myself from him. 
The struggie was altogether in the dark 
and I could not tell where or how the knife 
took effect. 

Struggle Lasted Fifteen Minutes. 

To the best of my knowledge the struggle 
lasted for fifteen or twenty minutes. After 
the struggle I replaced the book in the 
vault, locked it, and left the room by the 
front door with my overcoat still on. After 
reaching the street I immediately started 
east to my own office and entered the same, 
and while washing my face Alfred Mor- 
rison came to the door and said that he had 
seen blood on my face and wanted to know 
if he could do anything for me. I am not 
able, now to recall my exact answer. I re- 
mained in my office for some time—how long 
I cannot state—while there I discovered 
some blood on my overcoat. 

“When I left the office I started for my 
home across the street, and went down the 
alley by Widmayer’s shop to Morgan street, 
and from there went west to Church street, 
thence south to college avenue to what is 
now Known as Strawn lot, in the south- 


west corner of Church and College avenues. J 


It was very. dark and I stumbled into what 
seemed to be a hole, and on leaving threw 
into said hole the lantern I had used that 
evening. Unless it has been removed ft will 
be found there now. From there I went over 
College avenue to Kosciusko street, and 
thence to my home. a 

J entered the house by the front door 
(leaving my overshoes outside) and then 
took off my overcoat and placed it on a chair 
in the dining-room. I then went up-stairs 
and found my wife and daughter in bed and 
asleep. I avoided making a noise, so as 
not to disturb either of them. I removed all 
my clothing and put on a night stHirt and 
went to bed on a lounge where F usually 
sleep in the same room with my wife. 

Put on Fresh Clothing. 

“TI arose about 5:30 in the morning and 
put on fresh clothing, including shirts, draw- 
ers, socks, vest, and handkefchief. After 
discovering in the morning that the clothing 
I had worn the night before had blood on 
them, I took them, together with the over- 
ecat, down-stairs to the furnace-room and 
put them in the furnacé Where they were 
destroyed. T afterwards discovered blood- 
stains oh my pants, coat, and hat. I tried 
to wash these stains out, and in doing so the 
water went through to the underclothing I 
had on when I was arrested. 

“The keys I had to Judge Kirby’s office 
can be found in the -furnace-room at my 
house on the wall next to the cold air duct 
in the northwest corner of the furnace-room. 
Any statements made by me at the Coro- 
ner’s tnquest or elsewhere are untrue so 
far as they conflict with this statement. I 
had no right to be in Judge Kirby’s office at 
the time and I do not seek to justify it in 
the slightest, and but for my knowledge of 
this wrongfully entering of his office with- 
out leave I would have told the whole truth 
at once.

A sensational development yesterday on 
which this olive branch seems to have 
grown was the charge emanating from in- 
dividual members of the self-constituted 
church committee that the friends of Mr.

plant indefinitely. This action would throw 
out of employment over 3,000 men. 

The strikere held a secret meeting last 
night and agreed to remain out indefinitely, 
but refused to make any detailed statement 
of their side of the case for publication. 

It is believed that the present trouble will 
result in one of the most serious strikes in 
the history of the company. The men seem 
to be in a desperate and determined mood. 

Cause of the Strike. 


The strike is the result of a dispute with 
the company over the sliding scale of wages 
based on the market price of steel rails. 

Under the system wages have been greatly 
reduced. When rails were selling for $20 a 
ton the men were making as high as $6 a 
day. Theaverage rate at present is $3.20. 

The skilled workmen in the straightening 
department formerly received 10 cents a 
ton. The readjustment of the scale on Feb. 
1 was not brought to a satisfactory termina- 
tion, and, according to the statement of F. 
A. F. Clark, general superintendent, the 
men who are now on strike entered into a 
verbal agreement providing for the present 
rate of wages. 

The men say that such an agreement was 
drawn up but never signed by the officials 
of their organization. While the matter 
was still pending the price of rails fell to 
$18 a ton, the lowest point ever known since 
the mills began operation. 

Under the sliding wage scale the workmen 
received less than six cents a ton on the $18 
basis, and a dispute arose with the company. 

All Are Union Men. 

All the men in the finishing department 
are members of the Amalgamated Assocla- 
tion of Iron and Steel Workers. 

There are four branches of the association 
among the mill-workers in the several trades. 
There is said to be a difference of opinion 
among the officials of the several branches 
as to the merits of the strikers’ claims. 

M. M. Garland, National President of the 
association, was requested to settle the 
trouble. He was in Chicago all last week, 
vainly endeavoring to prevent a strike. 

President Gates of the company says the 
union men must settle the difficulty among 
themselves. He declares the company will 
not and cannot interfere, and that the Amal- 
gamated Association will be obliged to com- 
pel iis members to live up to the agreement 
which, he insists, is an actual contract be- 
tween the workmen and the company. 

What President Gates Says. 

Mr. Gates said last night: The strike is 
the most peculiar in the history of our busi- 
ness. The matter is entirely out of the 
hands of the company. As a matter of fact, 
the men were well satisfied as long as the 
agreement compelled us to pay the highest 
scale in the country, but when the price of 
rails fell to $18 and the wages dropped in 
proportion, the shoe pinched the other foot, 
and the men wished to violate their agree- 
ment. 

They are not upheld in the matter by the 
highest officials of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation. That organization will be placed in 
a peculiar position. It will be obliged to 
class the strikers as non-union men and fill 
their places. We will not be permitted to re- 
employ any of the strikers even if we. desire 
to do so, because their action will compel 
their own organization to blacklist them. 
We are powerless to act until the union men 
settle this matter among themselves.” 

Surprise to Workmen. 

The great majority.of the workmen in the 
mills knew nothing of the tmpending strike 
until the mills were closed down last night 
without formal notice. | 

Hundreds of men appeared as usual at the 
big gates last night at the time when the 
shifts are changed. 

There was considerable dissatisfaction 
manifested when it became generally known 
that work was suspended indefinitely. 

Some of the workmen declared it was more 
of a lockout than a strike, because the com- 
pany would have no difficulty in filling the 
strikers’ places if the officials so desired. 

The streets and neighboring saloons were 
filled with excited men talking in a dozen 
languages. 

There was considerable earnest discussion 
and bitter complaint against the company.

Stokes and one other man are the only ones 
who know the contents of those trunks, 
which were buried for years in a cellar.of 
a house up the Hudson. Mayor Strong's re- 
cent praise of Tweed for giving this city 
fine improvements, although at a high price, 
reminded Mr. Stokes of these papers. He 
wrote to Mayor Strong about his discoy- 
eries, and it has becomé known the Mayor 
received the letter, bet he has declined to 
disclose it. Mr. Stokes said today: 

“I spent six weeks examining the Tweed 
papers, and for archeological study I found 
the research most interesting. I came into 
possession of this trunk through certain 
investigations that made it necessary for me 
to discover certain people who had great in- 
fluence with the Legislature during the 
days of Tweed in my investigations I 
tumbled on an old man who was in posses- 
sion of all these documents. 

I recall a letter that is in the collection 
which was written by one of the most bril- 
liant men then in New York. He is still 
here. In that letter this man laid out a 
perfect plan to Tweed by which he could 
control the polities of the Nation. I must 
decline to give names now. There may come 
a time when I will feel justified in doing so.“ 


GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


Jewish Rabbi Arrested for Worship- 
ing the Sun in Tompkins Park 
with 3,000 of His People. 


New York, April 7.—[{Special.]—Though a 
cat may look ata King, people cannot look 
at the sun from the parks of this city with- 
out a permit or the police will run them in. 

According to the Talmud, today was the 
208d birtnday of the sun, measured by 


eyeles of twenty-eight years, it haying 
reached the game spot in the heavens as at 

he creation, 5,624 years ago. Orthodox 

ebrews the world over on this memorable 
occasion worship the sun as an emblem of 
the creator. This morning 3,000 Hebrews 
went to Tompkins Park to take part in the 
mystic rites. Facing the east, they pre- 
pared to bow down before the sun as he rose 
over the housetops. They were led by Rabbi 
Klein of the Third Street Synagogue and 
Rabbi Wechsler of the Pitt Street Syna- 
gogue, 0 

Just as Rabbi Klein was beginning the 
prayer of reverencing the sun a park police- 
man stopped the services because he had 
discovered the congregation had no permit. 

We only have until g o’clock to finish our 
devotions,” said Rabbi Wechsler to the po- 
liceman. ‘ You must allow us to proceed.“ 

For this contumacy Rabbi Wechsler was 
marched off to a police court. A large crowd 
followed, denouncing his arrest as an out- 
rage. 

Those who remained in the park broke up 
into groups of ten persons, each grofip con- 
stituting a minyan—that is, a quorum nec- 
essary for the conduct of public worship. 
And thus these groups, unassisted by their 
pastors, said the praises of God in an under- 
tone, reading the prayers from printed slips 
of paper that had been passed around. 

Meanwhile the Rabbi was discharged on 
the promise he would make no complaint 
against the policeman, who was declared 
to have done his duty. The Hebrews were 
very indignant over the affair.

As a great majotity of the sufferecss 
are small farmers, they have thus been left 
entirely destitute, and willbe unprepared for 
work even after the flood&mhave subsided: 


Situation Is Extremely Criticnt. 


The entire Mississippi Valley m Arkansas 
is flooded and communication with many 


points cut off. In Mississippi a like condi- 
tion exists. The levees in Louisiana, with a 
single exception, have held; hüt the water is 
rising, and the situation is reported as be- 
ing extremely critical. 

Under such circumstances, the citizens of 
these States look for the codperation and 
support of the National Government in re- 
lieving the pressing cases of destitution for 
food, clothing, and shelter, which are be- 
yond the reach of local efforts. The author- 
ities who have communicated with the Ex- 
ecutive recognize that their first and most 
energetic duty is to provide as far as pos-’ 
sible the means of caring for their own cit- 
igens; but nearly all of them agree in the 
opinion that after their resources have been 
exhausted, a sum aggregating at least 8150, 
000, and possibly $200,000, will be requſred 
for immediate use. 

Precedents are not wanting that in such 
emergencies as this Congress has taken 
prompt, generous, and intelligent action, 
involving the expenditure of considerable 
sums of money, with satisfactory results. 
In 1874 $500,000 was appropriated, and in 
1882 $350,000 was also appropriated for re- 
lief in the same direction, beside large sums 
in other years. 

Refugees to Be Cared For. 


The Citizens’ Relief Committee of Mem- 
phis, which has taken prompt action, has 
already cared for from 6,000 to 7,000 refu- 
gees from the flooded districts, and they are 
still arriving in that city in large numbers 
daily. Supplies and provisions have been 
sent to the various points in Arkansas and 
Mississippi by this committee, but the most 
that can be done by these efforts is to partly 
relieve the most acute cases of suffering. 
No action has yet been taken for the great 
majority of the inhabitants living in the in- 
terior, whose condition hes alrtady been 
described. 

Under these conditions, and having ex- 
erted themselves to the fullest extent, the 
local authorities have reluctantly confessed 
their inability to further cope with the dis- 
tressing situation unaided by relief from 
the goverpment. 2 

It has therefore seemed to me that the 
representatives of the people should be 
promptly informed of the nature and extent 
of the suffering and needs of these stricken 
people, and I have communicated these 
facts in the hope and belief that the legis- 
lative branch of the government will prompt- 
ly reénforce the work of the local authori- 
ties in the States named.

NEW DANGERS THREATEN THE SOUTH. 


Water Is Returning from the Yasvo 
Delta and Causes the Missis- 
sippi to Rise. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 7.—The supreme test 
of the levees south of Vicksburg and Arkan- 
sas City is fast approaching. The river at 
Vicksburg has been falling for some days 
on account of the rush of waters from the 
main channel through the crevasse above 
into the Yazoo Deltd. This water is again 
returning to the channel through the mouth 
of the Yazoo River, and its influence is being 
felt at Vicksburg, where the gauge is now 
marking higher figures. Within a few days 
the crest of the rise will be opposite Vicks- 
burg and the channel will continue to deepen 
unless the levees break. The destruction 
wrought by the water in the St. Francis 
basin and the Yazoo Delta may be repeated 
in the Tensas basin, which begins in South- 
eastern Arkansas and extends through the 
northeastern counties of Louisiana. Ma- 
terial and men are being hurried forward. 

Natchez, Miss., April 7.—[{Special.]—The 
river rose a tenth of a foot today, reading 
here 47.25, 3.25 above the danger line. 

Greenville, Miss., April 7.—A telegram 
from Stoneville, twelve miles east of here, 
brought news last night that 200 negroes 
were isolated on a piece of railroad embank- 
ment near Bogue Phalla, without food or 
shelter. Relief was immediately sent them 
and they are now heing cared for. 

Grand Forks, N. D., April 7.—The Red 
rose two feet ten inches, making thirty-nine 
feet above low water mark, which indicates 
that there will be serious disaster to this 
city. 

Friar Point, Miss., April 7.—The entire 
county back of here is under water and the 
town is cut off from all points. Coahoma, 
six miles north, is entirely under water. 
The county on the opposite side of the river 
ir. Arkansas is flooded and much suffering is 
experienced by the people there.

The chemical solution came dripping down 
the side of the house, and wherever a drop of 
it came in contact with the new white paint 
there was a black stain. By the time the 
chemical action on the roof had ceased, the 
paint of the entire side of the house was 
ruined. After that work in the laboratory 
was suspended for several weeks. 

Expert as a Photographer. 

But the young chemist ‘resumed his ex- 
periments and carried them on for several 
years afterward, and it was partially 
through his interest in chemistry that he be- 
came a photographer. 

Wherever the present Mayor-elect has gone 
in the last few years he fas been accom- 
panied by a camera. At present there are 
four expensive affairs in his den,“ and at 
one time he was the possessor of seven of 
the best that could be bought. 

The best picture of Carter Harrison Sr. 
that ever was taken was made by his son. 
It now hangs in the library of the Harrison 
house. 

Mr. Harrison was fora long time a mem- 
ber of the Camera club, arid he bears the 
reputation of being one of the best amateurs 
in the art in Chicago. He not only develops 
and mounts his own pictures, but in some 
instances he has prepared his own chem- 
icals. 

The views he has taken on his trips abroad 
and his hunting and fishing excursions are 
numbered by the hundred. During his trip 
through Egypt a few years ago he made an 
unusually fine collection of views, which 
have been distributed among his intimate 
friends, and have received considerable 
notice as unusually good specimens of ama- 
teur work. 

Fishermarn and Hunter. 

Mr. Harrison is an authority on the sub- 
ject of fish, and he probably could give 
pointers to the keepers of the animal house 
at Lincoln Park on the birds and animals 
there. 

Every spring, sometimes in the summer 
also, he makes a trip to Northern Michigan 
for trout, and in the fall for deer and smaller 
game. Twice during the excursions he has 
barely escaped with his life. 

William. Preston Harrison, the younger 
brether of the Mayor-elect, who has been 
around the world and over all the South 
Sea Islands, frequently accompanies his 
brother on his expeditions. The Mayor-elect 
usually fishes with a four-ounce lancewood 
or split bamboo rod, but his collection of 
fishing-rods embraces those of about every 
maker of note among the anglers. The col- 
lection of rods which he keeps in his den 
alone is worth $300. Mr. Harrison makes 
his own flies. One of his fishing records is 
550 trout in four days. 

Narrow Escapes from Death. 


Among several narrow escapes from death 
perhaps the narrowest the Mayor-elect ever 
has experienced occurred while he was man- 
aging editor of the old Times. He and his 
brother had gone grayling fishing in the 
Michigan woods, about eighty miles south 
of the Straits of Mackinaw. 

It was during the month when forest fires 
were doing much damage, and when it was 
dangerous to penetrate far into the woods. 
Carter Harrison, his brother, and a guide 
had driven through the woods to a stream 
when fire cut them off. The flames caught 
up with them when they turned back, and 
burned the horses until they became unman- 
ageable. The men’s clothes were scorched 
and their hair and eyebrows burned. While 
the horses were almost running away they 
crossed a corduroy bridge and the horses 
broke through. 

The three men were forced to get out in

the scorching heat and put planks under 
the horses, lift the buggy, and turn it about. 
After they had started a huge tree, on fire 
close to the roadway, fell, striking the 
ground just behind the wheels. Finally 
they reached a patch of green woods and 
were safe. 

Four years ago President Harrison and his 
brother went trout fishing in Northern 
Michigan. One day they fished a stream 
that had overflowed its banks, and where 


Harrison has caught. About the walls of 
the dining-rooms are fine paintings of fish 
and game. 

Devotee of the Muse. 

Chicago’s new Mayor adds to his other 
accomplishments the ability to write verse. 
Not many of his friends remember it, be- 
cause nearly all of his efforts in this direc- 
tion were published while he was in college. 
A number of them were printed in Eastern 
magazines, 

The Mayor-elect has a library of 2,500 vol- 
umes and some rare and vaiuable books. 
During his studies in Germany he collected 
a good many German works, which now 
form a considerable part of hislibrary. The 
litrary contains an excellent collection of 
Americana, and works on history and philos- 
ophy. 

One hobby of the Mayor-elect has been to 
attend at auction sales of old books, where 
many of the valuable works ot his collection 
have been discovered. 

Another hobby of the new Mayor-elect is 
a love of old china, of which he has made 
a considerable collection. Music, and espe- 
clally German opera, he is so fond of that 
some of his friends have designated him a 
crank on the subject. He is likewise a stu- 
dent of political economy. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harrison are frequently seen 
at the theaters, but during the last two or 
three years neither has entered much into 
society. 

Loves His Own Fireside. 


Mr. Harrison reads late at night and is 
distinctively a home man. He is not a mem- 
ber of any club, with the single exception of 
the Century Cycle club, which he has re- 
cently joined. Formerly he was a member 
of the University and Chicago Athletic clubs, 
but since his marriage he has given up mem- 
bership in both. 

The only public position he ever has held 
was as a member of Democratic committees 
and committees of the Real Estate Board. 
He never had made a-public speech until he 
was nominated for Mayor. 

Although Mr. Harrison has never held of- 
fice, he has refused a number of Democratic 
nominations. As a politician he has been 
known only asaworker. Herefused a nom- 
ination for Congress. in the Fitth District 
three times, declined the nomination for 
State Treasurer, and as Mayor to succeed 
his father. He repeatedly refused the nom- 
inations for State Senator and Representa- 
tive after his return from college. 

Place of His Birth. 


Mr. Harrison’s birthplace, at the south- 
west corner of Harrison and Clark streets, 
was torn down long ago. It wasat that cor- 
ner, now degenerated into a part of the levee 
district, but at that time one of the best res- 
idence parts of the city, that the family 
lived when Carter H. Harrison Sr. was en- 
gaged in the real estate business, and long 
before he became Mayor. : 

The oid homestead, now become the Lin- 
coln club-house, was purchased in 1864 and 
became the Harrison home. The house had 
belonged to H. H. Honoré. 

Young Carter H. Harrison never attended 
the public schools. After his first prepara-

Deliverance from Drowning. 


While he was jumping from one bowlder 
to another his feet slipped and he went 
head first into the rapids. The wading 
boots acted like a misplaced life-preserver, 
and he went floating, head downwards, into 
water that was far over his head. 

The current carried him along for 150 feet 
through the rapids, still clinging to his 
fishing-rod, and, half strangied, he was 
banged against the roots of atree. Noone 
saw the accident, and but for the one half- 
submerged tree he would have floated off into 
still deeper water and, without doubt, 
drowned. As it was he was able to regain 
his feet and climb back to dry land. 

When he went abroad Mr. Harrison car- 
ried his fishing-rods with him. He fished in 
the muddy Nile and the Alps, and tried all 
kinds of bait for all sorts of fish. In Fiori- 
da, on one of his fishing excursions, he 
hooked and fanded a 500-pound Jewfish and 
several heavy tarpon. One of his favorite 
fishing trips is to the Michigan copper coun- 
try for muskellunge. Ex-Mayor Hempstead 
Washburne is most often his companion on 
his fishing excursions. 

Accustemed to Roughing 11. 


On all of his trips the new Mayor sleeps 
on the ground in true hunter fashion, and 
lives. out of doors, no matter what the 
weather is, |

various magazines. He is a great student 
of ichthyology, and beside knowing when

The 
family remained at Heidelberg about ten 
months, and in the following summer they 
traveled through Southern France, the 
Tyrol, and Switzerland. The next two years 
were spent at the gymnasium in Altenberg. 
Mother Dies in Europe. 


Carter’s mother died abroad when he was 
16 years old, and while the elder Carter was 
on the ocean coming in response to a tele- 
gram announcing her illness. On the arrival 
of the father the family returned at once to 
Chicago, and young Carter entered the Jes- 
uit College in West Twelfth street, where he 
prepared for Yale. 

The law course at Yale lasted two years? 
In the class of 1883, in which he graduated, 
were a son of Justice Shiras, now of the 
United States Supreme Court, and D. W. 
Miller, who was a defeated candidate fo 
Governor of Minnesota about four years ago. 
A number. of the congratulatory telegrams 
that were received yesterday were from his 
former classmates at Yale. 

When the now Mayor-elect returned from 
Yale to begin the practice of law his father 
was Mayor of Chicago. The younger Car- 
ter took an examinatien, was admitted to the 
Ii ois bar, and opened an office in the old 
Honoré Building, where the Marquette 
Building now stands. 

Turns from Law to Real Estate. 
It was the time of real estate booms in 
Chicago 


from school, and the two went into the real 
estate business They handled West 


the office, however. Carter watched over 
the editorial department till the paper went 
to press, and his brother made some bold 
experiments. with the business end of the 
plant. One of them was to drop the price 
of the paper to one cent. 

It is said that when the two boys took hoid 
of the paper it had a daily circulation of 
16,000, but after the great strike, which the 
paper supported editorially, the circulation 
rose to 80,000. After the strike the paper 
was sold, and subsequently it was consoli- 
dated with the Herald. 

Carter. Harrison Jr. and his wife went 
abroad directly after the sale of the paper. 
Young Preston started on a trip to the 
South Sea Islands to collect ethnological 
specimens for his own amusement. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harrison visited Egypt, Al- 
giers, Greece, Italy, and Switzerland, and 
after a nine months’ stay returned through 
France and England to America. Since his 
return from abroad Preston Harrison has 
resided with his brother. 

Both Carter Harrison and his brother are 
skilled tennis players. Until he took up 
bicycling and partially forsook the racquet, 
the former had the reputation of being one 
of t best amateur players on the North 
Side. The Mayor-elect is also somewhat of 
a baseball enthusiast.

Her Hearth Her Realm. 

Mrs. Harrison is not a member of any 
club, for the reason that her winters and a 
part of her summers always have been spent 
away from the city, and also for the reason 
that her husband is a home-lover. 

Her only fad is the bicycle, and that isa 
new one with her. The last winter is the 
first one which she has spent entirely in 
Chicago, since her marriage. The latter 
part of the summer usually is spent at Mack- 
inaw or at the Eastern watering places. 

Personally Mrs. Harrison is a type of 
the Southern woman. She is below the 
medium height, has dark hair and brown 
eyes, and is altogether charming. 

The youngest Carter H. Harrison, who is 
6 years old, is the seventh member of the 
family to bear the name. He is a sturdy 
little fellow, who resembles no one in par- 
ticular but himself. Mr. and Mrs. Harrison 
also have a 14-month-old daughter. 

Young Master Harrison already speaks 
German with fluency. It is the ambition of 
his father and mother that their two chil- 
dren shall become masters of English, 
French, and German. 


MICHAEL DAYITT PRAISES HARRISON. 


Irish Nationalist Gives His Impressions 
of the Mayor-Elect Obtained on 
an Ocean Voyage. 


“Carter H. Harrison is a young man of 
solid character, good principles, and brill- 
jant mind,“ said Michael Davitt, the Irish 
Nationalist, yesterday. “I was on ship- 
board with him two weeks coming from 
Samoa to San Francisco. There were a 
number of English army officers on board 
also, and we all had no end of discussions on 
every conceivable topic. 

The first thing I noticed was he had trav- 
eled around the world—not for sport or pleas- 
ure, but to increase his stock of knowledge— 
and that he had improved his opportunities 
in a marvelous manner. The breadth and 
minuteness of his information concerning 
the islands of the Pacific, their inhabitants, 
and their institutions astonished me Ioften 
urged upon him the publication of a book 
on the subject. 

„Our conversation took a wide range, and 
on every point he seemed well posted. I was 
particularly pleased at his sturdy American- 
ism and at his sympathy with the Irish in 
their struggles for home rule. It seems to 
me such a man must make an excellent 
Mayor, and I mean to call on him tomorrow 
morning to utter my hopes that he will be.

TO ENCOURAGE AMBRICAN SHIPPING, 
Washington for the 


Promoting Such 
Legislation. 


Meeting Held 
Purpose 


Washington, D. C., April 7.—A meeting ot 


representatives of the shipping interests was 
held today for the purpose of promoting leg- 
islation looking to the encouragement of 
American shipping. Senator Elkins’ bill pro- 
viding for a discriminating duty on goods 
imported in American vessels afforded a 
basis for much of the procéeding, but there 


was 4 want of unanimity of opinion upon all 


of its provisions. 

C. A. Griscom presided, and the meeting 
was private. Several addresses were made 
during the day by those in attendance, one of 
the most important being that of C. H. 
Cramp, the shipbuilder. Mr. Cramp said 
that the enormous revenue represented by 
the freight and passenger tolls on our com- 
merce and travel is constantly dramed out of 
this country into British, German, and 


French pockets, while the vast industrial in- 


crement represented by the necessary ship- 
building inures almost wholly to Great 
Britain. He heM this to be the 


cause of the existing financial condition of 


the United States, and said that until means 
were taken to keep a part of the 300, 000, 00 
annually absorbed by foreign shipowners 
no good times could come. English officials 
abroad, he said, from Ministers and Consule 
down, industriously reproduce in the newspa- 
pers of Japan, China, Chile, Argentina, and 
Brazil the misstatements of the English 
press about American vessels. In con- 
chusion, he suggested the following new 
classification for bounties to American ship- 
ping: Not less than 10,000 tons and 22 knots, 
$6 per mile; not less than 8,000 tone and 20

And for that reason his name was 
mentioned in connection with the Superin- 
tendency of the Street and Alley Depart- 
ment. 

Place Conceded to McGann, 

It was generally conceded, however, Me- 
Gann will be Joseph Downey’s successor. 
When asked about it yesterday he modestly 
intimated the guessers were not far wrong. 
As Thomas Gahan and Robert E. Burke 
both declare they are not looking for or ex- 
pecting anything in the way of cabinet ap- 
pointments, the gossips dropped discussion 
of them in connection with the head of the 
Public Works Department. 

Those who stand closest to Mr. Harrison 
and are supposed to be somewhat in His con- 
fidence insist that Granville W. Browning 
will be the Corporation Counsel, although 
there is plenty of talk going on in behalf 
of Judge Payne, A. S. Trude, and Adolf 
Kraus. Ex-State’s-Attorney Kern also g- 
ures in the speculation. It is said that if 
Mr. Trude has anything coming to him from 
the new Mayor as a reward for quitting the 
field at a time when every leader conceded 
he could get the nomination, he will ask 
that it be given to Mr. Kern in the shape 
of an appointment as chief of the Law De- 
partment.

BANK RECEIVER’S EXPERTS FIND 
NO ENCOURAGEMENT IN BOOKS. 


Indicatiéns Are Said to Be Worse than 
Expected—Depreciated Real Estate 
and Doubtful Paper—Creditors Re- 
fiect on Auditing Department of Alt- 
geld’s Administration—Intervening 
Petition Attacks Good Faith of Ot 
cers. 


The accountants for the receiver of the 
Globe Savings Bank made the first real 
progress yesterday upon the books of the 
concern. The result is anything but satis- 
factory. From present inditations the af- 
fairs of the bank are in a far worse condi- 
tion than was expected. It is said that the 
assets are almost hopelessly involved; and 
that, besides a lot of depreciated real estate 
and paper that is unquestionably doubtful, 
there is almost nothing in sight upon which 
to realize. 

It is said to be an indication of the lax 
methods ot the last Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts that the bank was not closed two 
years ago. Even before that time, it is con- 
cluded from the evidence which the books 
afford on a hasty inspection that decay had 
set in at the heart of the institution. And 
since then it appears the administration has 
been only a succession of temporary ex- 
pedients, the officers seeming to have been 
aware that they were being pushed to the 
wall, but going on from day to day in the 
expectation that some bit of good fortune 
might turn up to rescue them. 

Money in Tenements. 

One expedient, it appears, to which the offi- 
cials of the bank resorted about the time the 
stringency of business began to squeeze 
them, was to put a lot of money into real 
estate and buildings. Most of this was spent 
in the northwestern part of the city, and was 
invested in small homes, which were for a 
time easily rented and made a quick return 
on the money represented. 

But this expedient, for all it afforded tem- 
porary relief, was the cause of further em- 
barrassment in a short time. Deposits, 
which had been for some time on the de- 
crease, continued to fall away; and it was 
necessary either to contract the business or 
realize on some of the assets. 

The bank seems to have preferred the lat- 
ter course, and in a few months about every; 
thing convertible into money had been real- 
ized upon. But the real estate could not be 
so disposed of; and by the statement of the 
bank issued on Feb. 13, the bank then had 
$57,107 thus tied up. 

As to Lack of Funds. 

It was said at the time the bank closed 
that this action was brought about because 
there was not the money at hand with which 
to do business. According to the belief of 
many men who have glanced into the recent 
condition of the institution the bank has not 
had necessary funds for months, and they 
say that if the State Auditing Department 
of the Altgeld administration had ‘done its 
duty, it would have been closed more than 
a year ago. 

In the report of Bank Examiner Jones, 
made at theinstance of Auditor McCullough, 
the doubtful resources are set down at some- 
thing over $108,000, including $17,500 due 
from ex-Gov. Altgeld. It is estimated now 
that if all assets that are no better were put 
into the account the amount would be con- 
siderably over 8300, 000. 

Order for Creditors’ Claims. 

Judge Tuley yesterday entered an order 
authorizing the receiver of the Globe Sav- 
ings Bank to advertise for the depositors 
to file their claims by July 6. The order also 
approved a form of certificate to be given to 
the deposits showing the amount of each 
claim, 

An intervening petition was also filed in the 
suit by Edward K. Patton and George 8. 
Searing, two of the depositors in the insti- 
tutioh. Mr. Patton deposited two checks 
in the insolvent bank on April 2, aggregat- 
ing $99.41, while Mr. Searing deposited a 
check for $75 on the morning of April 3. 
The bank closed its doors on Monday morn- 
ing, but the petitioners aver that the bank 
officers knew of its insolvency when they re- 
ceived the checks. 

A conference of the Trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, for which C. W. Spald- 
ing, President of the Globe Savings Bank, 
was Treasurer, was held yesterday at the 
Sherman House, and a special meeting has 
been called for.today. The trustees will 
elect a Treasurer to succeed Mr. Spaiding; 
but they all assert they feel no alarm for 
the safety of the university funds in his 
lands. These amount to about $100,000, but 
it is said his bond is sufficient to cover any 
possible deficiency. President McKay, 
speaking for his colleagues on the Board of 
Trustees, says that the election will be 
made largely because Mr. Spalding’s term 
will shortly expire, 

Altgeld Sells Hts House. 

John P. Altgeld also transferred to W. E. 
Schenke a lot in La Salle avenue, near Cedar 
street, for $25,000. This is the house Mr. 
Altgeld bought when he retired from the 
Governorship. He declined last night to talk 
about the transfer. 

A deed was filed with the County Recorder 
yesterday by which Charies W. Spalding 
transferred to the Chicago Title and Trust 
company property at Fletcher and Southport 
avenues for a stated consideration of $60,000. 


ASKS A RECEIVER FOR ROBERT BERGER 


John Henman Avers That the Defend- 
ant Blegally Transferred His Own 
Property on Bank Account. 


John Henman filed a bill in the Superior 
Court yesterday asking for a receiver for 
the property of Robert Berger of the defunct 
banking firm of E. S. Dreyer & Co. Hen- 
man holds a judgment against Berger for 
$25,189. He alleges that Berger illegally 
turned over property in Hyde Park, Jeffer- 
son, Dreyersville, and elsewhere, which was 
really his own, to the receiver of Dreyer & 
Co., and he asks that this property be or- 
dered returned. 

An assumpsit suit for $70,000 was begun 
in the Circuit Court, vesterday against Do- 
lese & Shepard, the stone contractors, by the 
Atlas National Bank. The suit is brought 
on notes sald to have been given by the 
defendants to the bank and which they failed 


to pay at maturity.

AMONG THE NEW. BOOKS, 


GILBERT PARKER’S NEW FRENCH- 
CANADIAN ROMANCE. 


“The Pomp of the Lavilettes” Is 
Strong, Though Not Always Pleas- 
ing in Details—Full of Passionate 
Action—Excellent Character Draw- 
ing Conibined with the Animatton 
of Pure Romance—Deals with a 
French Rebellion, Ends Tragically. 


NYTHING that Gil 
bert Parker writes is 
sure to be strong and 
interesting. His lat- 
est story, The Pomp 
of the Lavilettes’’ 
(Lamson-Wolffe), is 
no exception. And 
yet there are certain 
elements in it that 
are not pleasing. 
Ferrol’s consumptive 
cough and hemor- 
rhages are so insist- 
ently in evidence as 
to give a sense of 

Gilbert Parker, esthetic repulsion. 
One would think his character was unlovely 
enough without daubing it with blood. 

The story is a strenuous romance, full of 
action and passion, yet its characters are 
wonderfully true to life. It is a story of 
French Canada at the time of Papineau’s 
incipient rebellion in 18387. The Lavilettes 
are a poor but intensely ambitious family 
in the little Village of Bonaventure. Tom 
Ferrol, a morally and physically unsound 
sprig of English nobility, comes to Bona- 
venture to attend the marriage of Sophie 
Lavilette, and his easy-going ways win the 
love of the younger sister, Christine, and of 
Sophie as well. In the meantime the broth- 
er, Nic Lavilette, gets mixed up in Papin- 
eau’s plots, and Ferrol secretly informs the 
British of the trouble that is brewing. Mr. 
Parker writes altogether from the British 
view paint, and his story is naturally a 
tragedy. 

Christife’s love for Ferrol is the main 
motive of the tale, and the characters of 
these two are drawn to the life. Christine 
is an admirable type of the passionate, true, 
thick-and-thin, .all-for-love character. One 
cannot help loving this girl, this little 
French provincial, with a heart of fire and 
gold, with a touch of sin in her, and a thump- 
ing artery of truth, who would walk with 
her lover to the gallows, and give her life 
to save his life—yes, a hundred times.“ 

Tom Ferrolj that strange bundle of good 
and evil, is no less lifelike. Mr. Parker has 
evidently meant him for a study in heredity. 
In fact, he lets the fellow off on that score 
almost too easily. Yet there are atimirable 
traits in his character, and perhaps his final 
sacrifice for Nic Lavilette is sufficient ar- 
tistic atonement. But it is at least unfortu- 
hate, from the esthetic-artistic standpoint, 
that Ferrol should have to shoot down some 
of his British fellow-soldiers in order to save 
the life of his Freneh friend. By rights he 
ought to die two deaths instead of one, in 
order to make the score come out even. 

However that may be the story holds the 
interest with a relentless grip to the end. 
The sudden reappearance of Christine’s 
former lover, with his murderous heart and 
a dancing bear, leads to one of the most ex- 
citing scenes in the book—the scene in which 
Ferrol fights for life with the infuriated 
bear, locked in a dark storehouse with it. 
Mr. Parker describes the combat ina style 
that fairly raises the reader off his chair. 
Nor is there any flagging when the lacerated 
man is finally rescued, for Christine’s fierce 
passion takes up the initiative, and her 
action in shooting the bear before the eyes 
of its murderous owner is no less thrilling. 

Ferrol’s lack of principle soon gets things 
into such a snarl that nothing but death 
could untangle them. Even on the day be- 
fore his marriage to Christine he kisses her 
married sister, Sophie, and blasts. that 
woman’s heart and happiness for the rest of 
her life. And on the night before the wed- 
ding he plays the highwayman and robs his 
future brother-in-law of $5,000 which is in 
his keeping for the uses of the rebellion. He 
has already set the government against this 
brother’s revolutionary cause. He is him- 
self dying of consumption. And he marries 
the fiery and devoted Christine. Here are 
ali the elements for a fine tragical climax, 


and Mr. Parker is just the man to handle | 


them aright. 

The impulse that leads Ferrol to defy the 
revolutionists at their headquarters, hau! 
down the French flag before their eyes, and 
run up the British flag on the same pole ere 
they can interfere is as consistent with his 
character as are his toying with Sophie's hap- 
piness or his friendship for Nic, the man he 
has robbed. And the final throw of the dice 
—his rescue of Nic from the besieged store- 
house and his cheerful acceptance of the 
death meant for Nic at the muzzles of Brit- 
ish muskets—suits the desperate non- 
chalance of this particular type of degen- 
eracy. He came into life insincere and he 
goes out of it insincere—for his motive in 
saving Nic is rather to accomplish his own 
death than to save his brother-in- 
law's life. One cannot help recurring to the 
soliloquy in which the author makes Ferrol 
wonder to himself whether there was not 
something of blarney in his first in- 
fantile smile into his mother’s face. 

In this novel Mr. Parker has accomplished 
the rare feat of combining the thrill of the 
pure romance with the character delineation 
of the realistic novel. To do that well is to 
secure the right to be ranked among the 
greatest authors of this generation. The 
Pomp of the Lavilettes is not a great novel 
like The Seats of the Mighty,’ because 
it is cut on a less sweeping pattern; but the 
hand of the master is none the less appar- 
ent.
